A con stitu tion was gran ted 
the cou n try Ju ly 24 , 19 08, by the su l­ 
tan , u n der the terms of which elec­ 
tion s for a parliam en t were held. The 
n ew legislatu re was in au gu rated Dec. 
17. 
Sin ce then the empire has been 
u n der con stitu tion al admin istration . 
The han d of the su ltan was forced, 
an d he was obliged to giv e the cou n try 
a con stitu tion , by the You n g Tu rks, 
who had been particu larly activ e u n ­ 
der the leadership of the committee of 
u n ion an d progress sin ce 19 05 . 
The 
co-operation *of tbew rm y was obtain ed 
by mean s of a su ccessfu l secret propa­ 
gan da, an d bad n ot the su ltan giv en 
way when he did two army corps 
wou ld hav e marched on Con stan tin o­ 
ple. 
The gran tin g of the con stitu tion was 
followed by the dismissal or flight of 
v ariou s members of the palace faction 
an d the in stallation of officials dictated 
by the su ccessfu l in su rgen ts. 
Sin ce 
the first day s of its su ccess the cou rse 
of the committee of u n ion an d prog­ 
ress has been dictatorial, an d the po­ 
litical activ ities of the You n g Tu rks, 
particu larly in the direction of admin ­ 
istrativ e con trol, hav e arou sed a cou n ­ 
ter political sen timen t which has cry s­ 
tallized the opposition of the Liberals. 
The presen t gran d v izier of Tu rkey 
is Hilmi Pasha, who was appoin ted 
Feb. 14 in su ccession to Kiamil Pasha. 
Hilmi Pasha was formerly min ister of 
the in terior an d before that serv ed as 
in spector gen eral of Macedon ia. 
All 
Riza Pasha is Hilmi Pasha’s min ister 


of war. 
He holds also the marin e 
portfolio an d is gran d master of artil­ 
lery . 
These an d the other chan ges in 
the cabin et which took place in Feb­ 
ru ary 
showed 
the con trol v by 
the 
You n g Tu rks party , which v irtu ally 
imposed on the su ltan a min istry of its 
own n omin ees. 
The You n g Tu rks on Feb. 14 pu blic­ 
ly repu diated an y in ten tion to ov er­ 
throw the su ltan or to in stall a mili­ 
tary dictatorship, bu t the crisis an d its 
ou tcome were then regarded as n ot 
promisin g well for the stability of the 
thron e or the su ccess of the parlia­ 
men tary gov ern men t. The committee 
of u n ion an d progress con sisten tly op­ 
posed Kiamil Pasha, Hilmi Pasha’s 
predecessor. 
It su spected him of be­ 
in g too con siderate of palace in flu ­ 
en ces an d complain ed of bis slown ess 
in con du ctin g the n egotiation s with 
Au stria-Hu n gary an d Bu lgaria. 
The l’ou n g Tu rks hav e fallen in the 
estimation of man y Tu rks in the Un it­ 
ed States, an d the presen t mov emen t 
is looked u pon as qu ietly presagin g the 
ov erthrow of that dictatorial party . It 
is declared that despotism ex ists in 
Con stan tin ople u n der the n ew order as 
great, if n ot greater, than ev er before. 
The feelin g was ex pressed by N. 
Mokarzel, editor of the A1 Hoda. a 
daily n ewspaper of New York: 
“Armen ian s.. Sy rian s, Mohammedan s 
—these people hav e n o show. 
The 
You n g Tu rks hav e gran ted n o con sid­ 
eration to the Christian elemen t of the 
empire. 
They hav e become despotic. 
The on ly differen ce is that where on ce 
we bad to deal with on ly on e despot 
n ow we hav e a society of them.’"

Lon don , May 13 .—The departm en tal 
committee appoin ted in Ju ly of 19 08 
to in qu ire in to the alleged combin a­ 
tion s in the m eat trade in the Un ited 
Kin gdom, has issu ed its report. 
A 
large portion thereof is dev oted to 
the American beef tru st an d its repre­ 
sen tativ es in Lon don , the committee 
con clu din g that while a combin ation 
ex ists to a certain ex ten t between fou r 
compan ies in the Un ited States, en ­ 
gaged in the Un ited Kin gdom, it is 
n ot at presen t su fficien tly powerfu l 
seriou sly to en dan ger the beef trade 
as a whole. 
Bu t shou ld these firms, 
as seems possible, acqu ire con sider­ 
able in terest in the Argen tin e, the 
situ ation with regard to the m eat su p­ 
ply of the Un ited Kin gdom might be­ 
come seriou s. 
“With su ch comman d,” the repcrt 
say s, “of practically the whole import­ 
ed liv e cattle an d chilled an d frozen 
beef trade, the firms composin g su ch 
combin ation might be able to deter­ 
min e beef prices at Smithfleld market 
itself an d largely affect prices throu gh­ 
ou t the cou n try .” 
Accordin g to the report, the repre­ 
sen tativ es of the American compan ies 
in Lon don all told the committee that 
they kn ew n othin g of the con dition s 
prev alen t in the Un ited States, an d 
commen tin g on these statem en ts, the 
committee say s: 
“The committee relu ctan tly is com­ 
pelled to ex press grav e dou bt as to 
the reality of this u n iform ign oran ce, 
an d its assu mption n atu rally has ten ­ 
ded to throw dou bt u pon the other 
statem en ts made by the represen ta­ 
tiv es of these firms. 
It is alm ost in ­ 
credible that Armou r & 
Compan y , 
Swift & Compan y , Morris & Compan y , 
an d the Hammon d Beef compan y , the 
last n amed represen tin g the Nation al 
Packin g compan y , shou ld be in com­ 
bin ation in the Un ited States an d in 
competition in the Un ited Kin gdom.” 
In a paragraph relatin g to the local 
ten den cy to ex aggerate “the power 
an d malev olen ce of su ccessfu l trade 
competitors,” the committee commen ts 
u pon the trade methods of the Ameri­ 
can compan ies. 
“These are su perior 
to these prev ailin g in this cou n try ,” 
it say s, “an d perhaps less in flu en ced 
by con sideration s of sen timen t. 
As 
on e witn ess pu ts it: 
‘Bu sin ess is 
bu sin ess all the way , an d we do n ot 
ru n bu sin ess for lov e.’ 
This max im 
is ru thlessly applied by the American 
compan ies; 
they are, therefore, u n ­ 
popu lar amon g their trade competi­ 
tors.” 
The committee failed to fin d ev i­ 
den ce of an y deliberate action on the 
part of the American s with the object 
of destroy in g in con v en ien t riv als, an d 
it does n ot thin k they hav e y et at­ 
tem pted to captu re or con trol the 
whole beef trade in this cou n try , as 
alleged. 
At the same time it is satisfied that 
the firms men tion ed con su lt together 
with regard to prices an d the amou n t 
of the su pplies to he pu t on the m ar­ 
ket, an d that they fix the prices at 
which beef shall be sold in the prov ­ 
in ces, an d fu rthermore, that prov in cial 
salesmen are practically bou n d to sell 
at the price daily dictated by the 
American s.
